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INTRODUCTION 


This  composite  act  has  been  prepared  to  reflect  the  changes 
which  will  be  made  in  titles  II  and  XVIII  of  the  Social 
Security  Act,  as  amended,  if  H.R.   14080  as  introduced  by 
Mr.  Ford  on  September  30,  1969,  is  enacted  into  law. 

The  materials  used  to  prepare  this  composite  act  consist 
of  portions  of  the  1968  edition  of  the  Compilation  of  the 
Social  Security  Laws  and  H.R.  14080. 

In  this  composite  act,  provisions  which  will  be  deleted  or 
repealed  are  stricken  through.     Provisions  which  are  to  be 
added  are  identifiable  by  the  fact  that  they  are  in  larger 
sized  type  and  generally  double  spaced,  or  they  are  placed 
in  the  margins.     In  addition,  each  deletion  or  addition  is 
accompanied  by  a  reference  in  the  margin  to  the  appropriate 
section  of  the  amending  bill.     The  effective  dates  of  the 
proposed  changes  are  shown  in  the  footnotes.  Section 
references  in  the  footnotes,  unless  otherwise  indicated, 
are  to  sections  of  H.R.  14080. 

This  composite  includes  only  those  sections  which  would  be 
changed  under  the  provisions  of  the  bill.

(c)  With  respect  to  the  Federal  Old- Age  and  Survivors  Insurance 
Trust  Fund  and  the  Federal  Disability  Insurance  Trust  Fund  (here- 
inafter in  this  title  called  the  "Trust  Funds")  there  is  hereby  cre- 
ated a  body  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Trust 
Funds  (hereinafter  in  this  title  called  the  "Board  of  Trustees") 
which  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  the  Secretary  of  Labor,  and  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation, and  Welfare,  all  ex  officio.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  be  the  Managing  Trustee  of  the  Board  of  Trustee?  (hereinafter 
in  this  title  called  the  "Managing  Trustee").  The  Commissioner  of 
Social  Security  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Such  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  not  less  frequently  than  once  each 
calendar  year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to — 

(1)  Hold  the  Trust  Funds ; 

(2)  Report  to  the  Congress  not  later  than  the  first  day  of 
April  of  each  year  on  the  operation  and  status  of  the  Trust 
Funds  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year  and  on  their  expected 
operation  and  status  during  the  next  ensuing  five  fiscal  years; 

(3)  Report  immediately  to  the  Congress  whenever  the  Board 
of  Trustees  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  of  either  of  the 
Trust  Funds  is  unduly  small ; 

(4)  Recommend  improvements  in  administrative  procedures 
and  policies  designed  to  effectuate  the  proper  coordination  of 
the  old-age  and  survivors  insurance  and  Federal-State  unemploy- 
ment compensation  program ;  and 

(5)  Review  the  general  policies  followed  in  managing  the 
Trust  Funds,  and  recommend  changes  in  such  policies,  including 
necessary  changes  in  the  provisions  of  the  law  which  govern  the 
way  in  which  the  Trust  Funds  are  to  be  managed. 

The  report  provided  for  in  paragraph  (2)  above  shall  include  a  state- 
ment of  the  assets  of,  and  the  disbursements  made  from,  the  Trust 
Funds  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  an  estimate  of  the  expected 
future  income  to,  and  disbursements  to  be  made  from,  the  Trust 
Funds  during  each  of  the  next  ensuing  five  fiscal  years,  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  actuarial  status  of  the  Trust  Funds.  Such  report  shall 
also  include  an  actuarial  analysis  of  the  benefit  disbursements  made 
from  the  Federal  Old-Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  Trust  Fund 
with  respect  to  disabled  beneficiaries.

tax  under  such  sections  to  such  wages,  which  wages  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  on  the 
basis  of  records  of  wages  established  and  maintained  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  in  accordance  with

The  report  provided  for  in  paragraph  (2)  shall  include  a  statement  of 
the  assets  of,  and  the  disbursements  made  from,  the  Trust  Fund  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  an  estimate  of  the  expected  income  to,  and 
disbursements  to  be  made  from,  the  Trust  Fund  during  the  current 
fiscal  year  and  each  of  the  next  2  fiscal  years,  and  a  statement  of  the 
actuarial  status  of  the  Trust  Fund.  The 

report  shall  further  include  a  recommendation  as  to  the 

appropriateness  of  the  tax  rates  in  sections  1401  (b),  3101 

(Sec.  7(d)(2))  (D)>  and  3111(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954, 

which  will  be  in  effect  for  the  following  calendar  year;  this 

recommendation  shall  be  made  in  the  light  of  the  need  for 
the  estimated  income  in  relationship  to  the  estimated  outgo 

of  the  Trust  Fund  during  such  year. 

Such  report  shall  be  printed  as  a 
House  document  of  the  session  of  the  Congress  to  which  the  report  is 
made. 

(c)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Managing  Trustee  to  invest  such  por- 
tion of  the  Trust  Fund  as  is  not,  in  his  judgment,  required  to  meet 
current  withdrawals.  Such  investments  may  be  made  only  in  interest- 
bearing  obligations  of  the  United  States  or  in  obligations  guaranteed 

as  to  both  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States.  For  such  pur- 
pose such  obligations  may  be  acquired  ( 1)  on  original  issue  at  the  issue 
price,  or  (2)  by  purchase  of  outstanding  obligations  at  the  market 
price.  The  purposes  for  which  obligations  of  the  United  States  may  be 
issued  under  the  Second  Liberty  Bond  Act,  as  amended,  are  hereby 
extended  to  authorize  the  issuance  at  par  of  public-debt  obligations  for 
purchase  by  the  Trust  Fund.
